A part of tho Bill desls with 
tho registration and examination of 
mus tsat, thia is ‘n.t to como into 
‘operation until such date os may be 
advised .by - notification of the 
Governor in Council.

“This bill is'intredueed on the in- 
atructions of the Sceretary of State, 
and is an attempt to deal with the 
mui tsai problem. : : 

Clause 2 ie declaratory. Payment

custody of the child has never in thia 
Colony conferred any rights upon such 
employer as against the paront or 
guardian, and has never conferred or | 
such umployer ony right of retaining 
possession as against the child herself, 
but apparently some: persons have 
ignorantly imagined that euch righta 
sould be transferred.

“OBITUARY.. 


MR. ALEXANDER ‘FERGUSSON 


— 


Tt came as a ead shock to his 
friends in Shanghsi to learn of the 
desth of Mr. Alexander Fergusson, 
which occurred on Deo. 18. Bor 
several days though in outward 
appearance looking very well, Mr. 
Fergusson had complained of pains 
in the back of the neck. Throughout 
Tuesday bo attended business as 
usual. Retorning home, after hia 
ay’s work, he had dinner, and after- 
wards went to his bedroom, where 
anlittls later Mre.. Fergueson: found 
him dying. The cause of death is 
said to have been sudden failure of 
the hears. 

The late Mr, Fergueson, who wae 
only 42 yeare of age, joined the staff 
of tho Hongkony and Shanghai Bank 
in London very early in this century, 
and after his preliminary exptrienco 
there came out East in 1904 to join 
tho staff of the Bank at Hongkong. 
In the following year he was transfer-, 
red to Foochow, where -he remained 
for ap: riod of five years before be- 
coming & membrr of.the staff ut the 
Shanghai branch. He sas in Shang- 
hai from 1910 until 1918, and then 
went Home on leave, On his returo 
to Shanghai a little more than two 
veara ago, he. left the service-of-ti.e 
Bank toenter into partnership with 
Mr. E. Oxley Cumming, o8 on -ex- 
change broker. 

‘Though olways keenly interested 

in spoct, his physical weakhess pre- 
vented him from taking part in many 
field games, bit he was always pro- 
| minent in golf and billiards, aud when 
jin Foochow proved himself to be 
‘quite a good shot. 
"He eaves to mourn his lose, o
